TRONDHJEM, June 19.—For the first time 
in 600 years Trondhjem, the ancient Norse 
capital, today welcomed its own king. King 
Oscar was crowned here in 1878, but it has 
been six centuries since Norway, as an in- 
dependent nation, installed its monarch 
here according to the rites of the old vikings. 
In 1209 it was Haakon V. who ascended the 
throne. Today it was the ng sovereign 
who has assumed the same name, and who 
was received with welcome and unbounded 
enthusiasm as he stepped ashore among his 
loyal northern subjects. 

Trondhjem is a compact, two story wooden 
town of about 35,000 inhabitants. In its 
gala array it shows no sign.of its ancient 
lineage. It more resembles Omaha in its 
early days, yet it possesses structures far 
antedating the Independence hall, Philadel- 
phia. It has bedecked iteelf for weeks for 
the coronation fétes, and now it suggests the 
quaint, brilliant costume of a Norwegian 
bride. 

Norway’s new batriotion is intense. It 
finds full expression, in a manner, in the 
size of the flags which fill the air whichever 
direction one turns. Its genuineness is fur- 
ther attested by the inspiring greeting from 
the thousands of throats which made the 
young king welcome. He had a week of 
such greetings all along the beautiful fjords 
on the west coast. 

Snowclad Hills Form Background. 

He left oppressive heat behind him. When 
his gunboat Heimdal entered the magnificent 
fjord, which, like 4 great lake, forms Trond- 
hjem’s harbor, the picturesque hills which 
inclose the clear blue waters still were dot- 
ted with patches of snow and the scene was 
made dazzling by most brilliant sunshine. 
The town, flanked by shipping and covered 
with bunting, seemed like a flashing with a 
gem setting of green. 

At five minutes after 6 o'clock the guns 
of the Danish warship Hekla booming the 
royal salute, gave the crowds the dramatic 
announcement that the King's yacht was ap- 
proaching. The full salute was fired and 
the granite walls of the fjord 2 not ceased 
echoing it before t 
promontory.

The first figure discernible upon the deck 
was the wonderful little Crown Prince Olaf 
in a white sailor suit, held high above the 
rail by his nurse and showing a precocious 
interest in the scene. The king soon joined 
the prince and the crowd barked out an- 
other cheer, which was renewed when Queen 


Maud appeared. | 
Greets the Kingmakex.“ 

King Haakon is extremely handsome and 
his tall, slender figure looked exceedingly 
well in an admiral’s uniform. 

He was received on the quay by the min- 
isters and representatives of the foreign 
powers and the local officials. Thousands 
of persons occupied the stands fronting on 
the large pagoda, decorated with the na- 
tional colors, where the reception was held. 

Around the pavilion were gathered mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps from Chris- 
tlana, officers of the army and navy, and 
municipal officials. All save the latter were 
brilliantly uniformed. A conspicuous figure 
was Baron von Wadel-Jarisberg, who 
played a prominent part in the selection of 
Haakon as king and who is called by the 
Norwegians “ Warwick, the Kingmaker.“ 

The members of the royal family speedily 
landed and shook hands with the members 
of the diplomatic corps, the municipal of- 
ficials, and army and navy officers. The 
king conversed briefly with several of the 
diplomats and told the German minister, 
Dr. Steubel, that he was delighted with the 
prospective visit of Emperor William. The 
municipality presented an address of wel- 

come, for which King Haakon retupned his 
thanks. 

Queen Fears Secret Enemies. 

In the meantime, his son, little Prince 
Olaf, insisted upon making friends with all 
within reach, and the king added a touch 
of domesticity to the scene by picking up 
the youngster and carrying him to his car- 
tiage. The queen, looking pale, placed the 
baby between herself and the king and the 
equipage dashed off, preceded and followed 
by a cavalry escort 

It ip said that the queen ie greatly un- 
nerved by the experience of her cousin, the 
queen of Spain, and dreads the public fea- 
tures of the present week. It ie in deference 
to her feelings that no attempt to have a 
formal procession wae made, and the royal 
party proceeded at high speed to the palace. 

Throngs of people surrounded the palace 
for hours and cheered the king and queen 
when they appeared at a window. 

Police Guard New King. 

Although Norway is regarded as safely 
outside the bomb belt of Europe and a coun- 
try free from violent political animosities 
‘the Norwegian police are taking precautions 
to protect King Haakon and the visiting 
princes and other notable personages. De- 
tectives watch all trains and steamers, hover 
about the palace, and will accompany the 
king throughout the coronation ceremonies. 
King Haakon, who is exceedingly democrat- 
ic, insists on going among the people and 
scouts the idea that any one can be desirous 
of injuring him.

Although the girl called wildly to him to help 
her, he did not dare to leave his shelter, for 
the minister, he said, had sworn to kill him 
on sight. 

A telegram from Centralia, III., last even- 
ing announced that Pastor Monroe had ar- 
rived there with his wife and daughter and 
James Shanklin, a Centralia dentist, who as- 
sisted in the kidnaping. They are the guests 
of Shanklin’s mother and sisters. 

Girl’s Marriage Is Opposed. 

Mr. Monroe’s opposition to his daughter's 
marriage to Liefermam, who is a young 
printer, was the cause of the trouble which 
has split the Congregational church and 
furnished enough excitement to last thas 
quiet town a lifetime. 

The love affair thus tragically interrupted 
began three years ago, when Mr. Monroe 
established a church in Chicago Lawn. Lief- 
erman, a reepectable young man, joined the 
church and met the minister’s pretty daugh- 
ter. She was popular and her beauty had 
excited the youth of the village, but Liefer- 
man soon outdistanced all rivals. The fa- 
ther took a dislike to the young man, but 
did not interfere actively at first. 


Miss Monroe Leaves Her Home. 

Church members began to whisper at he 
frequency with which the couple were seen 
on the shady walks in the evening or sitting 
on the porch of the minister's residence. 
Then the minister took a hand. He forbade 
them to see each other again and the girl 
rebelled. She has something of her father's 
temper and passion, Feigning acquiescence 
at last, she lulled the fears of her family 
and met her wooer in secret places. 

Discovering this, Mr. Monroe kept his 
daughter at home and watched her closely. 
She bore this for awhile, but two weeks ago 
she left home and went to live with a friend, 
Mrs. John Wilmier, 6100 Spaulding avenue. 
Lieferman called to see her every evening 
and the marriage was decided upon. 

Mr. Monroe compelled hie daughter to re- 
turn home with him last Saturday. Ia the 
meantime a strange young man had arrived 
in town. He lived with the minister and 
made no friends, and no one knew hie name 
or business. 


Dentist Aids in Abduction.

EARLY MORNING FIRE BURNS 
A MANUFACTURING BLOCK. 


Flames Practically Destroy Building 
at 141 and 148 Ontario Street, 
Starting in Laundry in Basement. 


Fire at 2 o’clock this morning practicaily 
destroyed the manufacturing building at 141 
and 143 Ontario street, near Welle. The loss 
wae estimated at 680,000.

HEAVIER TAX ON SUBWAY. 
TUNNEL COMPANY’S REAL ESTATE 
VALUED AT $7, 000,000. 
Action Taken by Assessors Under Re- 
cent Ruling of the Supreme Court— 
Corporation Counsel Lewis ‘Con- 
tends That the Figure Is Still Too 
Low and Should Be $23,000,000. at 
Least—Twenty-two Other Concerns 
Said to Be Affected. 


— — 


Seven million dollars was the real estate 
valuation charged against the Illinois Tun 
nel company yesterday by the board of as- 
sessors. 

It is the first time that the corporation has 
been assessed on real estate. The assess 
ment was made under a recent ruling ot the 
Supreme court. 

The company last year was assessed on its 
personal property $485,000, but this valua- 
tion was Increased to $553,000 afterwards by 
the reviewing board. The personal property 
valuation’ of the tunnel company this year 
in consideration of the real estate assees- 
ment was reduced to $25,000,.which does 
rot include an assessment of $10,000 on the 
personal property of the Illinois Telephone 
Construction company. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis last year in- 
sisted that the tunnel company. should be 
taxed on real estate to the amount of its 
bond issue of $23,000,000, and he put the mat- 
ter in the hands of John O’Shaughnessy as 
special tax attorney for the city. 


Lewis Is Not Satisfied. 


Mr. Lewis is not satisfied with the $7,000,000 
valuation and it is understood either he or 
Mr. O'Shaughnesey will appear before the 
board of review to have the figure raised. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis: has a list of 
thirty-two other corporations in the same 
position’ as the tunnel company as regards 
their liability for real estate taxation under 
the Supreme court decision. They include 
practically all of the railroad companies 
having storage warehouses and élevator's in 
Chicago. . 

In reaching its decision as to the real estate 
valuation of the tunnel company, the board 
of assessors took into consideration. the fact 
that the tunnels, although completed, are 
not in operation. 

Albert G. Wheeler, president of the com- 
pany, is in New York, and at his office it 
was said no one had any authority to com- 
ment on the action of the board of assessors. 


Increase in Country Towns. 


Figures from twenty-nine of the thirty- 
seven towns in Cook county showed that 
the increase in the value of real estate will 
be. around $50,000,000, due principally. to 
new buildin s and improvements on old 
etructures. he figures are as follows; be- 
ing the assessed valuation, or one-fifth of 
the actual valuation. :

The evidence submitted at the inquest in 
the afternoon: by Thomas Largent, a mem- 
ber of the Texas party, however, was to the 
effect that Reynolds went to the window 
and fell out. After investigating the facts 
on his own account Sheriff Scarborough 
volunteered the information.to.Coroner Hoff- 
man that he believed Reynolds’ death was 
accidental.

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WITTE FHARS FOR FUTURE 


DISLIKES REVOLUTIONARY TREND 
OF THE RUSSIAN DOUMA. 


Former Premier Favors Progressive 


Development, but Thinks Action of 
Lower House of Parliament Will 
Throw Government Into 
Personally He ia Friendly to Jews, 
but Lays Blame of Their Persecu- 
tion om Their Viclence. 


VICHY, France, June 19.—Count de Witte, 
the former premier of Russia, who came 
here for a rest and to take the cure, his 
health being impaired by the hard work 
and worry of the premiership, refuses to 
be quoted in connection with Russian poli- 
tles, taking the ground that it would be not 
only Against his own personal interest, but 
also against the interests of his country. 

It is generally known that Witte is favor- 
able to the progressive development of Rus- 
sian institutions, while maintaining order. 
Therefore, he cannot approve of the action 
of the. lower house of parliament, which, ac- 
cording to the count, is doing its utmost to 
develop into a revolutionary body, and not 
only delays the reforms which it advocates, 
but contributes to create and maintain a 
state of chaos, resulting from the conflict 
between the legislative and executive branch- 
es of the government. 


Witte Friendly to Hebrews. 

It is also known that Witte is person- 
ally favorable to the Hebrews and their de- 
sires, as contained in the memorandum pre- 
sented to him when at Portsmouth by the 
committee of prominent American Jews, but 
he strongly condemns the attitude which the 
Jews are assuming in Russia in placing

Count de Witte explains that the conserva- 
tives originally were called the Black Hun- 
dreds” in derision. Their rising has shown 
what large forces they control and how 
easily a struggle between two parties may 
degenerate into civil war and anarchy. The 
troubles of the last week at Bialystok are 
the best tllustration of the situation, as they 
were caused by the Jews kiling Chief of 
Police Derkatehoff, who happened to be an 


exceptionally conservative official.and whose | 


entire alm was to maintain order and tran- 
quillity. 


Other Evils Threatening. 

Besides the Jewish question there is a 
higher and greater question that the whole 
of Russia must consider—namely: the ne- 
cessity of preventing inconsiderate action 
by revolutionists of all kinds and opinions 
endangering reform measures already put 
in effect and threatening the future prog- 
ress of the empire. On this, count de Witte 
believes, there can be no difference of opin- 
ion among those who know R 

The government will not permit any con- 
sideration to interfere with the measures it 
deems necessary to be adopted to stop the 
evils mentioned. In these days of heated 
discussion about the possibility of the disso- 
lution of parliament, those who oppose such 

action and claim that it would be a coup 
d'état, forget that parliament is not the only 
power in Russia. 

On the coritrary, it is subject, as are all 
representative legislative chambers in Eu- 
rope, to dissolution on condition that a new 
parliament be convoked within six months. 

Those who ignore all this seem also to 
know Russia's real condition with regard to 
the political education of the masses, the 
literacy of the people, the immensity of the 
territory, and the confii interests of the 
different provinces, which make it difficult 
for any parliamentary government to work 
in harmony, as it may in smaller and homo- 
geneous countries.

DUTY $120,000 ON RICHEST 
STRING OF PEARLS IN U. S. 


Still Government May Have to Sue to 
Get $100,000 on Gems Imported for 
William B. Leeds. 


New York, June 19.—A string of pearis, 
valued by the customs appraisers of this port 
at $200,000, said to have been imported for 
William B. Leeds, a wealthy railroad man 
of New York and Chicago, was released to- 
day by the government authorities on the 
payment of the 10 per cent ad valorem duty 
imposed on loose and unset jewels. The 
custom officials contend, though, that the 
pearls are the components of one of the most 
valuable necklaces ever assembled by a 
fashionable Paris jeweler and for 4 held 
by him at the fixed price of $400,000 

The pearls are wonderfully matched, each 
one perfect in itself, and were selected dur- 
ing years of search among all the pearls 
brought from India to Paris. 

Although entered on a string such as is 
used by jewelers for bringing in loose gems, 
the customs officials set up a claim for the 
60 per cent ad valorem duty Imposed on 
stones and manufactured jewelry. The mat- 
ter was referred to Washington and the local 
authorities were upheld in their contention 
for the higher rate. 

By filing a bond and paying $20,000 of the 
duty the representative of the Paris jewelry 
firm, who personally brought the pearls to 
this country, has beén allowed to have their 
possession. The government's recourse is 
to sue for the additional $100,000 which would 
be due under the 60 per cent duty and to 
establish its right to collect the latter rate.

EXECUTORS GRAB MILLION? 


ESTATE OF AMERICAN WHO DIED 
IN PARIS DWINDLES AWAY. 


Wealth Left by Late Dr. Thomas W. 
Evans, Dentist to Empress Euge- 
nie, Vanishes While in French- 
men’s Care—Demand for $600,000 
Fees and Refusal to Explain Des- 
elt Features of Suit Entered in 
Paris by Philadelphians. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

PARIS, June 19.~Through an action en- 
tered in the courts here it has been revealed 
that the bulk of the estate of the late Dr. 
Thomas W. Evans of Philadelphia has dis- 
appeared. | 

The late Dr. Dvans was formerly dentist 
to the Empress Eugenie and lived in Paris 
for many years before his death in 1807 
By his will his property in Paris, originally 
valued at $2,500,000, together with his prop- 
erty in America, was left to found the Evans 
Museum and Institute society in Philadel- 
phia. 

Dr. Evans also left personalty, which, with 
the income accruing from the real estate, 
amounted in December, 1904, to §1,240,000. 
It is alleged thie fe all gone, or at least has 
not been accounted for, nor have the moneys 
received on behalf of the estate since that 
date been accounted for. It ts calculated 
the executors would be entitled to $600,000 
commission were the property in America, 
including what has been already appropri- 
ated, whereas the executors are entitled to 
no commission here. 


Executors Demand 25 Per Cent. 
In France the executors are Arthur C. 
In America 
the executore were the Rev. William Heber- 
ton, the late Joseph W. Wilson, and the late 
Horace Seciey. The American executors au- 
thorized their colleagues im France by power 


of attorney to act in their behalf. Gheide 


Norris and Joseph W. Catherine, lawyers for 
the soctety’s trustees, came here to institute 
proceedings. 

Norris and Catherine say the executors 
practically demand what amounts to 25 per 
cent of the estate here and in America. 


They declare they are in possession and the 


society will not be able to get control owing 


to the pecullarities of the French trust laws, 
but if the society's trustees will allow them 


$600,000 they will turnover to them what is 


left of the estate provided the trustees do 
not insist on the exectitors here rendering an 


accounting. 


Refuse to Give Accounting. 

The executors, moreover, flatly refuse to 
give any details how the $1,240,000 was spent. 
Maitre Chenu, the leading commercial light 
ot the French bar, bas been retained on 
behalf of the socitey. The society claima, in 
addition to the estate, $700,000 damages 
meladministration.

sumer. Cans labeled chicken or tongue or 
turkey or almost anything else have been 
filled with meat products which do not bear 
the slightest resemblance to the articles for 
which they were sold. Soups of various 
kinds have been prepared and labeled to 


etances, whereas it has been an open secret 
in the packing houses that the only difference 
lay in the use of flavoring materials, not 
necessarily deleterious to public health, but 
so skillfully used that the deception of the 
unsuspicious consumer was complete. 

With the passage of the pure food law asa 
proper addition to the inspection service the 
use of false labels would cease and the prod- 
ucts of the packing house would be sold on 
their mérits. Many of the tinned goods 
which are frauds because they are mis 
branded are not only palatable but essentialy 
healthful. They barm no one, and if sold on 
their merits would not injure the public any 
more than they do now. The swindle is in 
the deceptive name, and it is this the pure 
food law is expected to correct. 

Real friends of a government guarantee of 
food products are particularly anxious to see 
the passage of the pure food bill at once, be- 
cause they fear otherwise the public will be 
disappointed in the results of the federal 
inspection law. That measure aims to in- 
sure the sanitary condition of the packing 
houses and to determine that the meat pro- 
duced is fit for humanfood. With those two 
conditions satisfied, federal inspection prac- 
tically ceases. It is the province of the pure 
food law to prevent and punish adulteration 
and also to prevent and punish deception as 
to the contents of a particular package. 

The pure food law naturally would have 
more bearing upon canned goods and similar 
articles which bear thé seal of a factory 
and which therefore can be speedily traced 
from the place of.sale back to the place of 
manufacture. The pure food law, further- 
more, providés penalties which readily can 
be imposed for the actual manufacture of 
the adulterated article or for its willful sale 
when it is an article of interstate commerce. 


Food Bill Best Safeguard. 


The inspection law reaches the meat itself 
when it is found at the place of manufacture, 
but never anywhere else. If a venal m- 
spector should pass bad meat at the packing 
house it could nevertheless be condemned 
and the manufacturer or seller punished, pro- 
vided the pure food bill is passed, but not 
otherwise. 

There is nothing in the pure food bill which 
would involve any arbitrary attack upon the 
packers. It is pecullarly and distinctively a 
judicial measure. It contemplates certain 
investigations and fixing of designated 
standards through the department of agri- 
culture, but neither the secretary nor any 
other executive officer under the pure food 
law has power to condemn bad food or punish 
the manufacturer or seller. All of this is 
accomplished through ordinary procedure 
of the courts in every case. 

For that reason it is singular some of the 
heavy packing houses should have interested 
themselves so long to fight the pure food bill. 
Now that they have consented to the pas- 
sage of the ihapection measure as a neces- | 
sary means toward the restoration of public 
confidence, it would be at least the part of 
‘wisdom for, them to withdraw their oppoai- 
tion to the passage of the pure food. bin 
and help to get it out of conference when 
if ie passed by the house, ne ‘In the 
latter part of this week.

PASSES NAVAL MILITIA BILL. 


House Acts on Foss’ Measure Admit- 


ting Great Lakes Organizations 
~ “to Benefit of Dick Law. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Special.]— 
The naval militia organizations of the great 
lakes will be glad to learn that Representa- 
tive Foss of Chicago succeeded in getting 
throvgh the house today his bill admitting 
these organizations to the benefits enjoyed 
by the national guard under the so-called 
Dick law. 

Tne bill provides that such of the organized 
militia as each state may elect shall con- 
stitute a naval milifia; that all provisions of 
the Dick bill defining the relations between 
the organized militia and the government 
shall be applicable to the naval militia; that 
the secretary of the navy may appoint of- 
ficers to inspect and train the naval militia 
with a view to producing uniformity in its 
organization, discipline, training, armament, 
and equipment, and assimilating it to the 
standard of the American navy; that the 
rules and articles of the regular navy shall 
govern the naval militia when called into 
actual service; and that the appropriations 
made for the naval militia shall be distributed 
among the several states according to such 
equitable proportions as may be determined 
by the secretary of the navy. 

As one of the strongest naval militia organ- 
izations in the country the Illinois company 
is deeply interested in the action of the house 
today. It is expected that the bill will pass 
the senate at the next session of congress.

JUSTICE MOVES QUICKLY IN THE

Abductor of Little Freddie Muth, Ar- 
rested Late Monday Afternoon, Is 
Ledged Behind Doors et Bastern 
Penitentiary at 1:30 Yesterday— 
Must Do Hard Labor in Solitary 
Confinement — Boy Seems to Hold 
Friendship for Man Who Took Him

Philadelphia, Pa., June, 180 — John J. Kean, 
the abductor of little Freddie Muth, today 
was sentenced to twenty years of hard labor 
in solitary nt in the Hastern peni- 
tentiary, after the speediest trial ever given 
in this community. 

Kean was arrested yesterday afternoon 
about the time the courts were closing. 
Promptly at 10 o’clock this morning he was 
photographed and measured by the Bertillon 
method. Twenty-five minutes later he had 
been arraigned before a magistrate and com- 
mitted to court without bail. The grand 
jury quickly found a true bill, and at 11:20 
a. m. he was in the criminal court awaiting 
his turn to face Judge Sulzberger. Shortly 
after 12 o’clock the judge passed sentence 
upon him, and at 1:30 the great iron doors 
of the penitentiary closed behind him. 


In his quick trip from liberty to the solitude :

Boy Friendly to Abductor. 


Freddie Muth was brought to the courtroom - 


by his father. He was a different boy from 
the child who was found, dirty and hungry. 
in the unoccupied house. He was attired in 
a neat blue flannel sailor suit and a pink rose 
‘was pinned to his lapel. Mr. Muth said the 
child was none the worse for his experience. 

In strong contrast was the appearance of 
the abductor. After a sleepless night in the 
cell he was haggard and wan. His eVes shift- 
ed nervously and his whole frame trembled 
visibly. He still seemed to fear bodily in- 
jury, and eyed the spectators suspiciously. 
The police say he paced the cell all night, 
sobbing and moaning, his wife and children 
being uppermost in his mind. 

When he was placed in the dock Rean nod- 
ded to Freddie Muth, who sat beside his fath- 

er, and the boy smiled. Pointing to Kean 
the little fellow said: 

“There he 18, papa, see.“ 

Kean appeared to exert a strange influence 
over the child, who showed a feeling akin to 
friendship for the man. 


Three Give Testimony. 

1 The hearing was brief. Special Policemen 
Clare and Vale told of the arrest. James 
Lenehan, the messenger boy who delivered 
the note at the schoobhouse, by which Fred- 
die was inveigied from his classroom, related 
the circumstance of his meeting with Kean; 
Joseph Sager, the baker, testified to seeing 
the man and boy in Elmer Rhoade’s café, 
and the latter verified Sager s testimony. 

Kean made a statement which was a repe- 
tition of that made to Superintendent of Po- 
lice Taylor last night. He dented that he 
had reetrained the child in any wey, but 
said, on the contrary, that Freddie had op- 
portunities to leave him. several times. He 
said he had not ill treated the boy, and in 
this he was corroborated by the child. 

Kean said there were mitigating circum- 
stances in connection with the kidnaping, but 
the judge told the prisoner he must either 
plead guilty or not guilty. Kean then plead- 
ed guilty, No jury was chosen. The pris- 
oner was _sentenced immediately.

FAILURE Tue progress in Christian science, 
faith cure, and the Dowie and other cults shows 
a certain disappointment in you on the part of the 
public. They are looking elsewhere for help. 

FAILURE 5—The commercialiem of the day has 
destroyed to a degree your esprit du corps. One 
physician condemns the treatment of another. It 
destroys confidence in your profession. 

FAILURE 6—And this is not your fault. The 
ignorant person expects the doctor to do something 
miraculous and wonderful,, when the educated 
know he ts but human and cas do only the best 
he Can.

FEARING INSANITY, DIES. 


LEARNED SURGEON OF PEORIA 
TAKES HIS LIFE. 


Dr. Emerson M. Sutton, After Having 
Diagnosed His Own Case, Fires a 
Bullet Through His Brain—Seems 
in Excellent Spirits at Office and 
with His Wife at Lancheon—De- 
mands of Patients Believed to Be 
Toe Great. 


Peoria, III., June 19.—[Special. Dr. Emer- 
son M. Sutton, one of Peorta'’s best known 
physicians, the foremost in this 
city, shot and killed himself this afternoon: 

For a number of months Dr. Sutton had 
known that he would become insane. He 
had diagnosed his own case, and to friends 
expressed the belief that he would become 
tune victim of a sudden attack of lunacy. 
That the d r was mentally unbalanced 
was evident by the fact that at the table 
this noon he remarked to his wife: 

O, I am so nervous I believe I am insane.“ 

Several times Dr. Sutton hed gone away 
during the last few moriths to recuperate 
his health, but on his return he found a large 
number of cases awaiting his attendance. 
He immediately plunged into his profession 
again and attempted to take care of all the 
cases coming under his care. 


. Suicide Comes Without W 

Dr. Sutton went home to luncheon and on 
his return to his office in the Woolner ee | 
butiding went into a room. He closed the 
door behind nim and fired the shot that Killed 
him. The body was found by Dr. E. H. Brad - 
ley and Dr. Sutton's partner, Dr. H. H. Whit- 
ten. 

The bullet entered the right temple and 
came out a little above the left temple. 

Mrs. Sutton was telephoned. She went 
immediately to the office, 

Dr. Sutton came to Peoria in 1992 from 
Canton, where his father is a physician. For 
several years after he received his diploma 
he practiced with his father. He had built 
up a large practice in Peoria. a 

Ten years ago he was married to Miss 
Nancy Magee of Havana. Resides the widow 
there are three children, aged 7, 5, and 8 
years, respectively. The oldest and youngest 
are boys. 


Student in Germany. 

After coming to Peoria he went to Ger- 
many, where he studied in Berlin. Several 
times he took extended vacations to travel 
through the east and west. 

Dr. Sutton last week was soliciting the 
companionship of a fellow-physician to ac- 
company him on a trip for his health to a 
farm he owned in South Dakota. Dr. Sutton 
this morning appeared in the best of spirits. 
Only a few moments before his suicide he 
was conversing with his attorney, A. H. 
Burke, and at that time gave no evidence of 
approaching insanity.

FRR DECISION TEX? GIVEN 


THROWS MORE LIGHT OW RIGHTS 
OF STATE’S ATTORNEY. 


Verbatim Copy of Supreme Court's 
Ruling Shows Why the Law Was 
Constreed to Entitle Incumbents of 
One County Office to Emoluments in 
Addition te Salary—Sustains Posi- 
tion of Gov. Deneen as Taken Be- 
fore He Became Illinois Executive. 


The full text of the Supreme court decision 
in the state’s attorney fee case, decided last 
Thursday in favor of State's Attorney John 
ie Healy, throws additional light on the con- 
struction of law giving Mr. Healy, Gov. 


state's attorneys since 1872, the right to the 
fees earned by them in accordance with acts 

of the legislature. 

The state’s attorney is a county officer,” 

the decision says, and his status as such is 

fixed by the constitution which creates his 
office, * „ The constitution provides for 
paying a salary for the performance of his 
official duties and there is great force in the 
argument that the salary when fixed was in- 
tended to be his only compensation and that 
there was no intention to perpetuate, as to 

him, the system previously in vogue of allow- 

ing public officials.to appropriate whatever 
fees they could earn and collect. 


Ruling Based on Custom. 


“Tf the determination of the questions 
here involved were not influenced by other 
considerations than the language of the con- 
stitution we should have but little hesitation 
in finding that the. provision of section 25 of 
article 6 of the constitution was intended 
to be exclusive. It cannot be said, however, 
that the intent as to state’s attorneys was 
expressed in the same clear and unambigu- 
ous form that it was in respect to other of- 
ficers and in view of the long continued prac- 
tical construction given to the constitution 
by the legislature and the administrative of- 
ficers of the state and the injustice which 
would follow from a different construction 
at this time, we are ledto sustain the judg- 
ment of the Circult court. 


So Construed by Lawmakers. 


“Tf it could be said that the language of 
the constitution was clear and free from 
any doubt, a contrary legislative and admin- 
istrative construction would have no weight. 
But where the words of a constitutional pro- 
vision admit of doubt, the court may and 
ought to consider @ contemporaneous and 
practical construction given by the legislature 
and those concerned in the administration 
of the law and also any injuricus conse- 
quences which would follow a different con- 
struction. 

“The legislature has continuously, since 
the adoption of the constitution, passed acts 
which clearly give the construction contend- 
ed for by the defendant, and the acts have 
received the approval of the executive de- 
partment and have been acted upon without 
objection. Under such eireumstances the 
long continued legislative and administra- 
tive construction given to the constitution 
must prevail, and k must be held that the 
court did not err in refusing the proposition 
of law that the fees collected by the de- 
fendant should have been paid into the coun- 
ty treasurer.“

MURDER OR AN ACCIDENT? 


Police of Cottage Grove Station Puzzled 
by Fatal Injury to an Unidentified 
Man.

There is no assurance that one type of

earthquakes than another. Arguments 
as to what an earthquake may or may 
not do are of no value. It will be n 
sary to wait till one comes, and see what 
it does. Happily the isthmns:has been 
comparatively free from conepisicns of 
the earth. 

There may be serious objections to some 
of the lock canal plans which have been 
submitted. At least one of them has been 
severely and justly criticised. It is pos- 
sible to construct a lock canal which will 
be better adapted for traffic purposes than 
any sea level canal that can be construct- 
ed, even with the treasury of the United 
States to draw on. It will cost, to state 
it mildly, from two to three hundred mil- 
lions less than a sea level canal and can 
be opened to traffic within ten years, while 
to complete the other would take more 
‘than twenty. 

The senate and the house should agree 
on the kind of canal to be constructed so 
as not to force the president to make the 
choice. The kind of canal they agree 
on should be a lock canal. 


SWIFT JUSTICE. 

Monday evening the kidnaper of Fred- 

die Muth of Philadelphia was arrested. 
Tuesday morning he was brought before 
an examining magistrate and held to the 
grand jury. Within one hour after that 
he had been indicted by the grand jury, 
| brought to trial, found guilty, and started 
for the penitentiary with a gentence of 
twenty years’ confinement. One reason 
‘for the quick outcome of the case was 
that he had no money with which.to hire 
a lawyer, but no one can claim that any 
substantial injustice was done him, as the 
facts were clear. 
Probably in the case of a large number 
of the crimes for which conviction is ulti- 
mately secared the guilt of the criminal] 
is from the first no less evident to any 
fair minded person than in this case. A 
trial may be almost indefinitely prolonged 
by a ekillfu) lawyer. It is doubtful 
whether any one but the lawyer profits 
in most such cases.. The community does 
not. The criminal does not, because in 
cases where here is no reasonable doubt 
of guilt the erimitial only postpones the 
date of beginning, and so of ending, a 
penitentiary sentence. He lives in hopes 
of escaping by a technicality, as too many 
criminals do, or of prolonging the case 
until. the witnesses against him have died, 
disappeared, or become confused in their 
memories. The miscarriages of justice 
due to the skill of a lawyer in keeping a 
case from final-decision are conspicuously 
published and arouse disgust in honest 
men and hope in crimin#le, but they are 
really few in pumber compared with thoge 
where the day of judgment has been put 
off merely without mitigation of the pun- 
ishment. 

The laws, which are based upon the old 
idea that the subject must be protected 
against the oppression of the royal gov-, 
ernment, and which therefore give the 
defense many advantages, are antiquated 
and need ‘modernization. The danger is 
now not that an innocent man may be 
punished, but that a guilty man may es- 
cape or by legal devices cause the com- 
munity the expense and scandal of a post- 
ponement of punishment. Since the con- 
science of lawyers does not lead them to 
advise their guilty clients to end the mat- 
ter quickly, the law ought to be amended 
eo that the machinery of the courts can- 
not be used to hinder iustice. 

In passing, the conduct of the father of 
the kidnaped boy calls for commendation. 
It takes more courage to risk the loss of 
reputation and to consent to be heralded 
for a time as an impudent impostor than 
to risk the loss of life or money. The 
strategem devised by the. Philadelphia 
‘police was successful, and the father is 
to be congratulated on receiving the re- 
ward of his devotion. 


, THE GOVERNOR OF OHIO. 

The tidings of the death of Gov. John M. 
Pattison of Ohio will bring regret to every 
citizen who admires honesty of purpose and 
devotion to ideals. Mr. Pattison, a demo- 
erat, was borne into the executive position 
by a most pecullar uprising of the people. 
His opponent, Myron T. Herrick, had been 
elected governor in 1904 by a plurality of 
over 100,000, and under normal conditions. 
would have been reélected because of the 
strength of the party vote in the state, even 
with considerable opposition to his candi- 
dacy. As a matter of fact the opposition 
was abnormal because of discontent of 
thousands of republicans with the ruling 
forces of the party. That discontent, taken 
with dissatisfaction with certain. positions 
of Gov. Herrick, swept away the Roosevelt 
plurality of 255,000 and defeated the gov- 
ernor by over 40,000, leaving the party in 
control in all other parts of the state gov- 
ernment except in the senate, where an in- 
dependent held the balance of power over 
an equally divided body of republicans and 
democrats. 

The successful candidate was a prominent 
member of the Methodist church, an alum- 
nus and later a trustee of its leading educa- 
tional Institution in the state, a consistent 
friend of measures to secure a stricter ob- 
servance of the Sabbath, and in general one 
whose personality would appeal strongly to 
republicans who were discontented with 
the dominance of objectionable interests in

in power since January, and, as much of the 
patronage has been in republican hands ow- 
ing to the physical condition of Gov. Pat- 
tison, the real changes in the existing situa~ 
tion will be comparatively few. Since Ohio 
is a republican state and since the disaf- 


fected ones vented their feelings at the last ee 


election there will be no special discontent 
with the change of administration which 
follows the death of the elected executive. 
The new governor has passed the proverbial 
three score years and ten, but, active and 
energetic and a man commanding the re- 
spect of all, he will prove a satisfactory tue 
cessor to the long list of distinguished sons 
who have honored the Ohio governorship. 


ENFORCE THE NEW LIMITATION. ‘| and 


The original national bank act for- 
bade a bank to make a loan to any one 
borrower exceeding 10 per cent of its 
capital stock. The limitation was a wise 
one forty years ago, but the banks soon 
outgrew it and disregarded it. Perhaps 
70 per cent of them are in the habit of 
making loans which are technically illegal, 
but which with rare excepticns are per- 
fectly safe. Successive controllers of the 
currency have been aware of the general 
violation of the 10 per cent restriction 
but have done nothing, for they knew 
that the p»ovision had become unreason- 
able. The laws of business have been 
held in higher respect by them than an act 
of congress. 

At last congress has admitted that con- 
ditions have changed since 1864 and has 
changed the law so as to permit a bank 
to make larger loans. It can let due bor- 
rower have an amount equal to 10 per 
cent of the capital stock and 10 per cent of 
the surplus, provided the total does not 
exceed 30 per cent of the capital stock. 

The controller of the currency should 
fee] it his duty to compel the banks to 
keep within the limits prescribed by the 
law, now that it has been made more 
liberal and equitable. He should not 
wink at violations of it. He should en- 
force its restrictions until changing con- 
ditions may make them unjust. It that 
shall occur he should, while enforcing the 
law, ask congress for further legislation. 

Most fire insurance companies have 
learned that it is not wise to put too 
many eggs in one basket, even when it 
seems safe and profitable to do so. A 
bank puts too many eggs in one basket 
when it makes itself the sole lender for 
an extremely heavy borrower. It is wiser 
to let some other bank share the profit and 
the risk. 

For the protection of stockholders and 
depositérs there should be some reasonable 
limit to the aecommodation extended to 
any one borrower. The moment that limit 
is exceeded the offending bank should be 
brought up with a round turn by the con- 
troller of the eurrency.

clutching him by the throat. Then, too, 
Lady Sarah Wilson was the favorite sister 
of the late Lady Howe, to whom the king 
and the queen were both so devoted. 

Youngest daughter of the seventh duke 
of Marlborough, Lady Sarah was the hero- 
iné of the siege of Mafeking during the Boer 
war, had the direction of the nursing of all 
the sick and wounded in ithe beleague 
town, and with her maid embarked upon a 
daring attempt to ride through the Boer 
lines with dispatches. She was, however, 
captured and exchanged, returning to havea 
still more narrow escape from death. For 
while talking with her husband and another 
man in a room in one of the hospitals, a 
Boer shell came through the wall and passed 
right between them, without, however, ex- 
ploding. The whole room was thrown inte 
darkness and there was some alarm on ac- 
count of Maj. Wilson's silence. But it was 
afterwards found that when he was hurled 
into a corner of the room by the concus- 
sion he got his mouth so full of plaster, dirt, 
and dust that he was deprived for the nonce 
of all power of speech.

Maj. Wilson’s father was the late Sir 
Samuel Wilson, an enormously wealthy 
Australian sheep farmer, who was the first 
of the great colonial magnates and trans- 
atlantic multimillionaires to embark upon 
the troubled seas of London society. Noone 
will ever know exactly how much honest old 
Sam Wilson and his wife, who were both of 
humble extraction, spent in this socfal cam- 
paign, which included the renting of Hugh- 
enden manor at an extortionate figure, im- 
mediately after the death of Lord Beacons- 
field. It was done to propitiate the conserv- 
ative party and society, rather than with a 
view to a comfortable enjoyment of the 
place. For Sir Samuel considered it neces- 
sary to religiously preserve every piece of 
furniture and everything belonging to the 
manor, especially in Lord Beacopsfield’s 
private apartments, unchanged and un- 
touched, treating them as relics of the 29 8 
sacred character. 

His title was a mere knighthood, which 
he failed to get transformed into a baronetcy. 
It was conferred upon him in recognition 
of his munificent gifts to the Melbourne 
university. Let me add, in conclusion, that 
Lady Sarah, who wrote a series of clever 
letters for a London paper during the Boer 
war and afterwards published a book re- 
counting her experiences in South Africa, 
has a tongue even more caustic than her pen, 
is noted for the keenness of her wit, and for 
the amusing brusquerie of her speech. She 
is extremely energetic and lively, an indi- 
cation of her character being furnished by 
her London cablecode address of Hurrah.”

Another of Empress Eugénie’s old ad- 
mirers has just been gathered to his fathers 
in the person of Prince Henry VII. of Reuss, 
whose widow, a daughter of the late grand- 
duke of Saxe-Welmar, is at the present mo- 
ment next heir to the crown of-Holland, her 
nephew, the now reigning grandduke of 
Saxe-Weimar, having intimated that under 
no circumstances will he consent to ex- 
change his German throne for that of the 
Netherlands. The late Prince Reuss was 
stationed from 1855 until 1565 at Paris as 
secretary of the German embassy there and 
became a great favorite at court, especially 
with Emprese Eugenie, and was treated, not 
like an ordinary diplomat but as a prince of 
the blood. He was rather good looking, had 
a sense of humor, the most distinguished 
manners and bearing, and a fetching stutter. 
He was devoted to the empress, certainly 
convinced her that he was deeply infatuated, 
and there is reason to believe that his was a 
sincere admiration and not a mere diplo- 
matic maneuver, like that of the Italian en- 
voy, Count Nigra. For Bismarck, who was 
fond of the prince, considered it well sudden- 
ly to transfer him in 1866 to the post of Ger- 
man envoy to St. Petersburg. 

There he must have forgotten the empreas. 
For it was mainly owing to his cleverness 
that Russia abstained from raising a finger, 
even diplomatically, in behalf of France 
during her war with Germany in 1870. After- 
wards he was German ambassador in turn 
at Constantinople and at Vienna, and while 
there he received from the then chancellor, 
Gen. Count Caprivi, a command which great- 
ly distreesed both himself and the princess 
namely: to ignore the presence at Vienna 
of old Prince Bismarck and of Kis family 
on the occasion of the wedding there of 
Herbert Bismarck to Countess Hoyos. There 
Was some reason for this, as Bismarck was 
at the time in a state of open warfare not 
only against the government at Berlin, but 
also against the crown, bitterly attacking 
both in his organs of the press and making 
use for the purpose of information and doc- 
uments which were in reality state secrets.

While Prince and Princess Reuss were, 
therefore, unable to receive the Bismarcks 
at the German embassy or to grant them any 
official recognition, the princess privately 
visited them at Count John Palffy's palace, 
which had been placed at their disposal for 
the wedding. Moreover, on the night before 
the wedding ceremony the ambassador and 
Princess Reuss, happening to enter the fa- 
mous open air restaurant in the Prater, met 
there, apparently by chance, but in reality 
by design, the ex-chancellor and the entire 
Bismarck party.

with a production which is brought intact 
and is of great completeness. 

Miss Stewart herself was found to be a 
comedienne of pleasing qualities, endowed 
with a stage personality and manner not 
unlike those possessed by Miss Crosman, 
She is smaller in stature than is our capa- 
ble actress, but in voice, action, and person- 
ality she reminds strongly of her. She clear- 
ly is a well schooled, thoroughly routined 
player—one who knows all the tricks of her 
She does not 
resort frequently to the use of tricks, but 
she lets no pt escape her and she sends 
every. one of them home neatly and tellingly 
to the onlooker. The artificialities which 
aboun@in the Kester play caused Miss Stew- 
art's work to seem in certain scenes cor- 
respondingly insincere and exaggerated. 
Speeches or actions which should have been 
carried through seriously in order to con- 
form with the dramatic verities were often- 
times flipped into almost farcical comedy 
just to catch a laugh. Miss Stewart never 
forgets that she is acting and at times she 
forces: the consciousness of it on the specta- 
tor. At least she did last evening. What 
she would do in a, play more unaffected and 
more genuine than is Sweet Nell of Old 
Drury is not known, but it would be in- 
teresting if the actress’ management would 
present her in at least one other role during 
her stay here. 

Miss Stewart plays Nell Gwynne about as 
well as any one could play it. She makes 
the physical charm of the orange girl wholly 
credible—although the “rosebud mouth 
makeup is not attractive—and her roguish- 
ness and pertness are as attractive to the 
spectator as they are to the people who sur- 
round her on the stage. In the later scenes 
when Nell has reached eminence and high 
court favor the forms, poses, and ceremonies 
of the time are employed with a grace and 
ease that make them both effective and 
charming. Only when sentiment is to be 
voiced does Miss Stewart's utterance ring not 
exactly true: There is something too much 
of pathos in voice and delivery to impress as 
genuine.

The play itself is of the historical comedy 
type, and is not a brilliant specimen of its 
kind. It is purely a comedy of clothes and 
puppets, and artificiality is every where pres- 
ent. Mr. Musgrove has presented the play, 
however, in the only way in which such a 
play can be made effective and acceptable. 
He has mounted it with all the richness and 
all the careful attention to minute detail 
that are essential to the visualization of 
scenes laid in a day when splendor and for- 
mality abounded. While there is nothing in 
the scenic setting or in the costuming that 
is startlingly superior, to much that has been 
seen on the American stage during the last 
fifteen. years, the production is one of great 
beauty and eteness. Good taste 
characterizes everything from the settings 
themselves to the last and most Inconse- 
quential bit of stage property. The scenery 
of the lord chief justice’s room and aleo that 
of Whitehall are uncommonly handsome and 
attractive. The costumes are of the richest, 
but also are in good taste, only the eplendor 
of Nell's dresses seeming at times a little too 
lavish. The woman's character and her po- 
sition probably make justifiable even this 
display, however. Among the interesting 
properties used in the second act is a spinet 
which Mise Stewart plays with skill. 

The company supporting Miss Stewart is 
excellent throughout. It isa finely organized 
and admirably balanced troupe, and every 
role, from the most important to the least sig- 
nificant, is played in thoroughly satisfying 
manner.

National Bank Act eee 


In the discussion over the amendment to 
the national banking act with reference to 
loans it was the view of a number of con- 
gressmen that the amendment as finally 
adopted would lead to reductions in capital 
by national banks and enlargement of sur- 
pluses. But as the amendment works out 
there in nothing to be gained,by increasing 
the surplus beyond twice the amount of the 
capital, and the of the capital 
reduces the value of the surplus as a factor 
in determining the size of the loan. A bank 
with $100 capital and $1,000 surplus could 
only lend $30 in an individual instance. 
whereas with $1,000 capital and $100 surplus 
it eculd lend §110. 

There will probably not be much of a 
tendercy to convert undivided profits into 
surplus as a means of increasing the. size 

of individual loans, It is pointed out that 
the undivided profits account is to be drawn 
upon te meet losses, to pay dividends in pas- 
sible lean years, and for emergency expendi- 
tures. 

But if the amendment has the effect of 
leading banks to build their surplus account 
up to twice the amount ot capital, it will be 
regarded as beneficial. The word surplus 
itself suggests strength, and since the banks 
Woll lore nothing in the way of loaning ca- 
pacity by surplus that does not exceed twice 
the * . they will enjoy the loan privilege 
and the benefit of prosperous looking state- 
ments. :
